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The rejections under 35 USC 1 12 are withdrawn in view of arguments presented. 
The figs. 8D, 8F teachings and others in the spec, as asserted by applicant are seen to 
apply to the elected embodiment, to supply basis, for certain features at issue. 

Claims 25-29, 31-38, 41-43, 48. 54, 57-60 and 66-85 are rejected under 35 
U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Farad in view of Grabbe (598), Abys, Desai 
Shida, and Fjelstad. 

See discussion in last office action on pages 5, 6. The Faraci socket is disclosed 
as used for testing, see col. 1 , lines 40-45, col. 2, line 28, col. 10, lines 10-43. 

The Faraci substrate with contacts is readable as a probe card since used to test 
components. 

Applicant's arguments filed with the amendment have been fully considered but 
they are not persuasive. Argument on page 12, lines 29, 30 is not persuasive, see 

discussion above as to use of Faraci device for testing. Secondary references are used

only for suggestion of uses of palladium and its alloys t^electrical^nd need not disclose 

other features of invention. 

Also note that new claim 66 does not require any "testing" aspect, therefor just 
what basis for patentability is asserted for claim 66 is unclear.
